COURT'S DECISION 


San Francisco, Oct. 30 
(IP)— 
Thomas J. Mooney , whose m ur­ 
der conviction in the 1916 Pre­ 
paredness Day bombing has been 
argued the world over, learns 
today whether the State Su­ 
preme Court will grant his plea 
for freedom on a writ of habeas 
corpus. 
At 10 a. m. (1 p. m. E. S. T.), 
the tribunal will announce its 
decision, which Chief Justice 
William H. Waste implied would 
be voluminous, 
Mooney , 
whose 
charge 
of 
“frameup” has become a battle 
cry among the world’s laboring 
classes, will be informed of the 
decision in San Quentin peniten­ 
tiary by his attorney , George 
Davis. . 
For nearly 21 y ears the grey ing 
prisoner has contended his polit­ 
ical beliefs and labor organizing 
activities led to his conviction on 
alleged perjured evidence. 
Mooney and W arren K. Bill­ 
ings were convicted of placing a 
bomb which exploded on lower 
Market street, killing 10 persons 
and injuring 40 in the Prepared­ 
ness Day parade here July 22, 
1916. 
More th an 
two y ears ago 
Mooney sought a writ of habeas 
corpus from the United States 
Supreme Court, contending he 
had been unconstitutionally de­ 
prived of liberty “without due 
process of law.” 
The nation’s highest tribunal 
held in effect th a t he had not 
exhausted all possibilities of re­ 
lief in California courts. Mooney 
soon after filed his petition be­ 
fore the State Supreme Court, 
planning to appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court if he re­ 
ceived an adverse ruling. 
After more th an a y ear of 
hearings, in which the whole 
case was reviewed, A. E. Shaw, a 
court-appointed 
referee, 
held 
Mooney had not proved his con­ 
tentions and submitted the m at­ 
ter to the court for a final ruling.

BREAKS OPENLY 


C. I. O. Issues Proposal to En­ 
roll All Furniture Work­ 
ers Into One Gigan­ 
tic Union. 


Washington, Oct. 30 
(IP) — Or­ 
ganized 
labor’s 
civil 
warfare 
broke out openly again today 
over a C. I. O. proposal to en­ 
roll all furniture workers into 
one big union. 
W ithout waiting for resump­ 
tion of stalem ated peace nego­ 
tiations with the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor, John L. Lewis, 
chairm an of the Committee for 
Industrial Organization, invited 
A. F. of L. craftsm en in the fur­ 
niture, bedding and allied trades 
to m eet C. I. O. furniture work­ 
ers in a national unity confer­ 
ence here Nov. 27-29 . 
William Green, A. F. of L. 
president, termed Lewis’ m a­ 
neuver a “warlike gesture,” and 
added: 
“It is bound to have a disturb­ 
ing effect upon pending peace 
negotiations. It seems to us in­ 
dicative of the C. I. O. position.” 
Lewis 
said 
the 
conference 
“will lay the basis for unity of 
all furniture workers in a sin­ 
gle, powerful international in­ 
dustrial union affiliated with the 
C. I. O.” 
The C. I. O. estim ated 250,000 
workers were employ ed in the 
furniture trades, 60,000 of them 
organized in unions. 
Lewis’ aides said they did not 
regard the proposal as having 
any relation to the peace nego­ 
tiations which recessed Wednes­ 
day until Nov. 4. 
They disclosed th a t C. I. O. has 
observed no formal armistice 
since both factions exchanged 
peace conference proposals dur­ 
ing the week of Oct. 11. The Lew­ 
is wing of the labor movement, 
they said, has chartered 53 local 
industrial C. I. O. unions since 
Oct. 11 and has kept its organi­ 
zation machine at full speed.

It becomes increasing ly clear to u s that a dem­ 
ocratic form of g overnment in these restless 
days is by far the best thing that we possess. 
One need only look across the seas to learn a lit­ 
tle lesson in freedom of speech and mind. Where 
dictatorships thrive, there also thrives a cu r­ 
tailment of civil liberties. A land dominated by a 
man of streng th reverts to tyranny and the spir-

it of oppression hovers over the scene. 
In Ru ssia, with Stalin, the man of steel, at the 
¡head of the State, wholesale execu tions have 
been in order—execu tions that amou nt to noth­ 
ing less than mass mu rder for a variety of of­ 
fenses that shock and dismay. The latest report 
is that a teacher and a Mahometan mu llah 
(priest) have been execu ted after a cou rt had 
convicted them of frig htening children with 
g host stories, thereby corru pting the morals 
of school g irls. 
In Germany, three men and women, accu sed of 
listening to a news broacast from a Soviet radio 
station were sentenced to prison terms rang ing 
from one to six years. Also, in Germany, all Ro­ 
tary Clu bs have been “volu ntarily” disbanded be­ 
cau se the Nazis objected to the clu b as an inter­ 
national org anization on the g rou nd that it ac­ 
cepted du es, that it was u nder the influ ence of 
Free Masonry and that it was not anti-Semitic. 
These are only a few scattering pleasant 
thou g hts of what is g oing on in the cou ntries 
that are dominated by one-man g overnments. 
Perhaps the United States of America isn’t su ch 
a bad place after all.
